FEW SEA-OTTERS ARE LEFT 


Ingenious Device cf the Eskimos for 


Finding These Valuable Fur. 


Bearing Animals. 


An animal that Is becoming rarer 


every year and will soon be almost 
unknown Is tho sen-otter. 


These beasts are very like seals and 


ore found In parts of North America. 
A. curious feature about tlreui Is.that 
they never collect In big parties, but 
live In pairs. Tho female sea-otter la 
a very good mother and will Oght for 
her young. 


The Eskimos have adopted a very 


Ingenious device for Dndlng out the 
whereabouts of the animals. . They 
suspend a number ot'bells from posts 
and connect them by means of string 
with tho shallow parts of the sea 
which forms the animals' haunts. Con- 
sequently, when an otter la approach- 
Ing, she moves .the string and the bell 
rings to warn the hunters. 


Sea-otters ore generally killed whllo 


asleep, either on the tct> or the top of 
.the water. The animals sleep on their 
backs with the young otters In theli> 
paws In the sums way that a mother 
holds a baby.

All potato-growing regions are sub 


Ject to the disease when very .moist 
cool weather prevails during the grow 
Ing season. It occurs frequently In 
severe form In the 
New Englant 


states, adjacent Canada, and the Pu 
get Sound district, and less frequent 
ly,.though often In severe form, In 
New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania 
Ohio, Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota 
Iowa, In. the mountain districts of th 
eastern nnd western states, and In 
Florida on the early crop. 


Insure Control in Field. 


Since the tuber rot Impairs germlnn 


tlon, the chances of "Fecurlng' a gboi 
stand are (rrently Increased by plnnl 
Ing only disease-free' seed, but th 
only method to Insure control In th 
field Is by spraying with bordeau 
mixture (5 pounds of copper sulphate 
5 -pounds of stone lime, SO gallons o 
water). To get gooil results the plnnl 
should be sprayed thoroughly and fre- 
quently, so'thnt they will at all time 
be covered with a thin film of spra 
mixture. 


It Is not advisable to dig a flel 


w&lla the.soil Is wet, but at t l j g . 
may be necessary to do so In order I 
save n part of the crop, though the 
chances of losing much of It are great. 
If tubers in transit or storage are kept 
dry nnd at temperatures between 35 
degrees and 40'dpgroes P. the disease 
will develop little or not at all. •
